HERZLIYA. -- Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres yesterday issued a 
direct appeal to the entire 
population to pull together to set 
the economy on the road to re- 
covery. 

Speaking at the annual general 
meeting of the Manufacturers Asso- 
ciation in Herzliya, Peres turned to 
every citizen “with a request and 
demand”™ that they increase the level 
of their savings. “Every unnecessary 
expense should be set aside and the 
money put into savings. whose value 
the government guarantees.” 

Peres also appealed to managers 
and workers in every place of work 
to make efforts to increase their 
productivity. 

His third request was directed 
directly at his audience of industrial- 
ists. on the one hand, asking them to 
place the emphasis of their activity 
on the export sector, and to the 
general public on the other hand, 
that they should, for the next six 
months, buy only Israeli goods and 
thereby save precious dollars for the 
country. 


“No disaster will befall anyone if 
for the coming period they refrain 
from buying imports and buy ‘biuc- 
white" instead.” 

__ Peres’s short speech appeared to 


impress the assembled industrialists . 


and manufacturers. It followed 
speeches by Industry and Trade 
Minister Ariel Sharon, Finance 


Minister Yitzhak Moda’i and Eco- © 


nomy and Planning Minister Gad 
Ya'acobi. 


Whereas the previous speakers 
concentrated on the immediate 
problems of the economy as a whole 
and industry in particular, Peres 
sought to broaden the scope to take 
in the entire socio-economic pers- 
pective for the country. 

“The t is fully aware of 
the severity of the situation (of the 
economy), but it is fully confident 
that the crisis can be overcome,” he 
said, “What we want is not to return 
the economy to the past but to join it 
to the era of the third stage of the 
industria] revolution that is now tak- 
ing place.” 

The government's first decision 
was to cut its budget by $1 billion, 
the premier noted. admitting, 


~however, that the test of its resolve 
would be in the execution of this 
π. 

“The responsibility for economic 
policy in this government will not 
rest with one or two ministers, but 
‘with the government as a whole, and 
it will have to act on 2 collective 
basis,” Peres said, 

For the recovery to take place, the 
entire nation will have to cooperate 
willingly, and therefore the burden 
will have to be shared, he continued. 
“I warn everyone that if there is no 
voluntary mobilization - in what he 
termed the war of economic inde- 
pendence the slide will continue." 

Peres announced that the govern- 
ment will request extra U.S. aid to 
help it over the financial crisis, and 
he revealed plans to set up invest- 
ment funds, funded by foreign 
money — possibly from Diaspora 
Jewry ~ to develop the technology- 
based industries that the country 
needs. 

“But,” said Peres, “we cannot 
tum to anyone, nor will anyone 
respond to us, until we have set our 
own house in order.

for beach fatalities

This summer has had more drown- 
ings than any bathing season in the 
country's history, according to Avi 
Elimelech, the Interior Ministry's 
national bathing-site inspector. 

In an interview with The Jeru- 
Salem Post yesterday, Elimelech 
said: “With a month and a halfstill to 
go until the end of the season. we've 
already had 53 drownings at beaches 
and one at a swimming pool. The 
most bathing fatalities we've had in 
any previous season was 51. in 
1981.” 

Elimelech could offer no explana- 
tion for the upsurge in drownings. 
“The country’s 300 lifeguards, man- 
ning our 97 public beaches, are doing 
their job properly. Some of this 
year’s drownings occurred at night 
or early in the morning, before life- 
wards go on duty. Five of the 
i were in the Dead Sea, 
where swallowing of the saline water 
by weak people rather than lack of 
water safety was the cause of death. 
Burt regardless of these factors, this 
year’s total drowning figures are de- 
finitely out of line.” 

The country’s official bathing sea- 
μὰ ria all beaches el pars 

guards — is pegged to the 
Jewish calendar and extends from 1 
Bat til 29 Tishri. This year, these 
tes Coincide with May 3 and Octo- 
ber25. Besides the beaches of Eilat, 
seven more seafropts are open and 
supervised year round -- three in 
Haifa, three in Tel Aviv and one in 
Netanya. 

Just before the bathing season 
opens, all lifeguards are given re- 
fresher courses in first aid by Magen 
David Adom. In addition, each local 
authority with a bathing beach spon- 
sors calisthenics courses for its life- 


In general, the government under- 
writes 75 per cent of the cost of 
Operating and developing the na- 
tion’s beaches. This year, the gov- 
ernment's bill -- paid through the 
Interior Ministry's budget - came to 
about 1S420 million. 

Three new beaches were opened 
this year — Zikim in Ashkelon, Dugit 
on the Kinneret and a beach with 
separate space for men and women 
to serve religious bathers in Herz- 
liya. In all, there are 12 beaches for 
the Orthodox community in Acre. 
Herzliya, Haifa (2), Hadéra. 
Netanya, Tel Aviv, Bat Yam, 
Rishon, Ashdod, Ashkelon and 
Tiberias. ᾿

Yaacov helped Dina Yit- 
zhak from the family car to the 
ambulance, and within 10 minutes 
delivered 2 healthy girl.

Hawashli, was brought by her hus- 
band to the MDA station in Dimo- 
na. Shlomo Amar, a driver with 12 
years’ experience as a paramedic, 
examined her and determined that

With the help of 16-year-old 
volunteer Orna Azran and the 
woman's husband, Amar was able to 
make al-Hawashli .comfortable in 
the ambulance in which he intended 
to drive her to hospital. 


Seven minutes after the ambu- 
lance set out, Azran told Amar that 
the expectant mother was in acute 
pain. He pulled up at the side of the 
road, and 10 minutes later he placed 
a three-kilogram girl in Azran’s 
amns. It was the first time she bad 
been present at a birth. 5

The MDA spokesman reported 
that both mothers and daughters 
were resting up after their ordeal — 
the Yitzhaks at Central Emek Hos- 
pital in Afula and the al-Hawashiis at 
Soroka Hospital in Beersheba.

Goal of productivity not taken seriously

TEL AVIV. -- Israel could increase . 


its productivity by eight to ten per 
cent a year, but the government, 
though it pays lip service to this goal, 
does not take this issue into account 
when making its decisions. This is 
the view of Yisrael Meidan, the head 
of the Productivity Institute, who 
also chairs the committee which 
chooses the winners of the Kaplan 
Prizes. These annual prizes recog- 
nize contributions on an internation- 
al scale to increase productivity and 
efficiency. 

“Monetary manipulations and 
budget cuts by themselves won't solve 
our problems,” Meidan told The 
Jerusalem Post. “We have to pro- 
duce more and produce quality, be- 
cause we cannot compete with those

countries that put out mediocre pro- 
ducts with cheap labour,” 

“People like the winners of the 
Kaplan prizes are proof that ingenui- 
ty, organizational ability and care 
can produce more and better pro- 
ducts and services,” he continued. 
‘When the government makes across- 
the-board decisions to freeze con- 
tracts or to cut budgets, the baby 
may be thrown out with the bath 
water, because efficient projects and 
efforts that should be encouraged, 
such as automation, will be cut along 
with ineffictent and unnecessary 
activities, he said. 

This year, eight Kaplan prizes 

_ {named for Israel's first finance 
minister, Eliezer Kaplan) are being 
awarded. “There bas been a gradual 
evolution over the 31 years since the 
prizes were first awarded,” Meidan

Sterling fell as far as $1.2160 in a 
hectic morning’s trading, but on 
news of a settlement of the British 
dockers’ strike it clawed back up to 
$1.2325 — still nearly one cent down 
on the day and its lowest closing 
figure ever. 

The dollar, which reached three 
West German marks for the first 
time only a week ago, opened in 
London at 3.0945 marks, nearly two 
pfennigs above Monday night's 
close, and passed 3.10 marks before 
being fixed slightly lower at 3.0980 in 
Frankfurt at midday. 

With the 3.10-mark barrier 
breached, there was no reason for 
the dollar not go higher still, and it 
rapidly soared to an 114-year high 
of 3.1201 marks. 

But the dollar later eased on 
profit-taking and on the feeling that 
the mark selling had been overdone, 
closing at 3.1010 marks and losing 
another pfennig as U.S. influences 
took over. 

Dealers said yesterday's dramatic 
fall in the value of virtually every 
major currency had been due in part 
to panic buying of the dollar. 

“Tt was a sudden, crazy scramble 
for dollars,” said a dealer at a British 
clearing bank. “Everyone seemed to 
decide at once that the U.S. markets 
would take the dollar still higher and 
they wanted to buy more before 
America opens.”

Getty. 50. a California composer. 
pianist and arts patron. and son of 
the late J. Paul Getty. doubled his 
net worth from last year's $2b. after 
selling his family’s interest in Getty 
Oil to Texaco. He also was No. 1 on 
last year’s list. 

$am Moore Walton. who lives 
modestly in Arkansas. hunts quail 
and drinks his morning coffee in a 
local coffee shop. again is the 
second-richest man in America.

The 1984 Forbes 400. due out next 
week, is the business magazine's 
third annual ranking of individual 
wealth.

Shimon Peres— as approved at the first session of the 
national unity government on Sunday-—to go to Washington in 
the first month of his premiership. It will be an unprecedented 
visit in some ways in that it will take place exactly four 
weeks before the American presidential election. But, as U.S. 
Ambassador Samuel Lewis aptly put it, a visit to Washington by 
Israeli dignitaries, even so close to elections. is different 
because of the two countries’ special relationship. 

Yet, the unique timing of Premier Peres’s visit will impose 

_ certain restraints on its very nature, making it a brief “working 
visit” with limited public exposure. The national unity charac- 
ter of Israel’s new government will be properly represented, 
since Vice Premier and Foreign Minister Shamir will be joining 
Mr. Peres in the summit talks at the White House. 

The talks in Washington by Israel's top leaders in about three 
weeks’ time, presuppose that by then the government will have 
begun to implement stringent economic measures as a first step 
towards extricating Israel from its severe economic crisis. That 
is a prior condition fot considering Israel's expected request for

With these words Peres closed his 
speech, which seemed designed to 
set the tone for the public atmos- 
phere that the government will be 
seeking to engender in the immedi- 
ate future.

Sharon's speech took the form ofa 
personal for what he 
hoped and envisaged could be 
achieved by industry under his over- 
seeing. He set targets of 7-9 per cent 
annual growth in industrial produc- 
tion and 15 per cent annual growth in 
industrial exports for the next sever- 
al years, so that the latter would 
reach the $6 billion level by 1987.
